Sure, it was 
backed by the Croatian Community and 
still is.

Let's take a look at the team sheet. 
Martin John (Australian), Lance Plunkett

(Macedonian), Roddy Vargas (Chilean), 
Michael Reda (Lebanese), Alex Kiratzoglou 
(Greek), Brandon Vassallo (Maltese) and of 
course, the large Croatian contingent including 
Jason Vukadin, Ivan Jolié, Ante Kovaéevié, 
Joey Rajher, Paul Magdi¢, Zlatko Magli¢, 
Hrvoje Matkovié, Mark Silié, Zeljko SuSa, Ivan 
Kelié and Mijo Trupkovié, amongst others... 

Australia is a ‘Great Country’ because of its 
multicultural influence. So why all the talk of 
‘de-ethnicisation' of Australian soccer, After all 
it IS the global game. So why not ‘exploit’ its 
strengths and 'multiculturalise' the code. After 
all, if it's good enough for our Western suburbs 
cousins in that OTHER code, AFL (who actu- 
ally marketed several "Multicultural Family 
Days), why can't it be good enough for us. 

The important thing to remember is that if 
the Knights attracted 10,000 Croats to each 
home game, no one in the Australian Soccer 
fraternity would be able to say anything. 
However, the fact of the matter is that only 
3,000 Croats (at best!) turn up regularly to soc- 
cer matches to what was once called the 
Croatian Sports Centre. 

The trick now is to somehow keep the 
existing Croatian fans and to build on that loyal 
and passionate supporter base by attracting 
more supporters be they Macedonians, 
Vietnemese or Anglo-Saxon Aussies. 

The immediate aim at the Club is to double 
our memberships, double our average atten- 
dances at home matches, double our level of 
corporate sponsorship from last year (all from 
last year's figures) as well as improve signifi- 
cantly on our on-filed performances from pre- 
viouis years. 

The ambitious new Board of young, well- 
educated professionals can't do it on its 
own. Likewise, coach Josip Biskic, 
fronting up for his first full season as 
Senior Coach, and his first team squad 
can't do it either. A lot of the Club's future 
success (or otherwise) will depend on the 
level of support the Mighty Reds receive 
from the terraces and grandstands. 

Just look at ex-Knight Mark Viduka's 
former team, NK Croatia Zagreb. A club 
without supporters is a club going 
nowhere. Or closer to home, take a look 


at cross-town rivals Carlton SC. Despite the 
level of professionalism and money at the club, 
the fact that they struggled to get a slightly bet- 
ter crowd tha we did last year must be a wor- 
rying factor for the Carlton executives on the 
eve of the 1999/2000 NSL season. 

Exciting things are planned for the 
Melbourne Knights this season. If we as a 
Club, i.e. board, playing staff, supporters and 
sponsors can work together we will prove to 
everyone in Australian soccer that it would be a 
brave man (more like a STUPID one) who 
would deny a progressive club like the 
Melbourne Knights the right to be a part of the 
‘round ball’ code's elite family. 

We could talk all year about what we want 
but what we've achieved is another story. 
Concrete results is what everyone wants to see, 
including our own supporters - we are well 
aware of that. If nothing else, just the, fact that 
part of the Stadium's grounds have been 
asphalted and the President's Box has been 
totally renovated as well as a new and 
improved Media Centre established, then even 
the biggest sceptic has to be convinced that 
things are starting to move forward. 


A long and difficult battle lies ahead for the 
Melbourne Knights over the next 12 months. 
Remeber the old saying, ‘Defeat the enemy by 
dividing them and then conquering them. Well 
if we, as a Club, all stick together, no one can 
conquer us. Our magical 'King Arthur! is the 
Club itself and we its loyal servants - the 
Knights of the Round Table!

he Melbourne Knights are forging a revolu- 

tion on and off the field this season. Not 

only have they dispensed with what was per- 
ceived as the "old guard" to bring in the "new 
boys", they also managed to conjure a rejuvenat- 
ed team spirit under coach Joe Biskic, their 
longest serving former player and most favorite 
son. 
The former back-to-back champions are well 
aware there won't be 16 teams in the national 
league next season. They must be well-organised, 
financially in good shape and competitive on the 
pitch to survive the millennium test. 

A clean boardroom sweep brought in the new 
brooms. It saw former 1995/96 vice-president 
Tony Karlusic returned as president, together 
with Mirko Cugura voted in as secretary, Tony 
Jugovic as treasurer as well Miro Mikrut, John 
Setka, Frank Music, Mate Peric, Tonci Prusac, 
Marjan Sprajc, Robert Hrzic and Alen Rados as 
directors. On the administration side, former 
South Melbourne executive Barry Horsfall has 
emerged from retirement to succeed Damien 
Phillips as general manager. Phillips has gone to 
South as general manager. 

"The club is at the crossroads," said Prusac, 
who is the club's media spokesperson. "The posi- 
tion last year was clear, unless something dramat- 
ic happened we faced relegation. There's been a 
complete clean sweep. There's a brand new board 
and the future for the Knights will be exciting." 

The Knights received a $1.28 million windfall 
from the sale of Mark Viduka from Zagreb to 
Celtic. It wiped debts and left something in the 
bank. i 

"We need to broaden our base," Karlusic said, 
aiming to extend membership beyond its tradi- 
tional backers, the Croatian community. The 
Knights will have the Celtic green-and-white 


hoops as their away colors, to add to their appeal 
and pay tribute to Viduka. 

Biskic stepped into the coaching position dur- 
ing last season when Vid Horvat departed to join 
St Albans in the Victorian Premier League. Biskic 
combined coaching the Knights with playing for 
VPL club Fawkner, but this season he's hung up 
his boots to concentrate on coaching the Knights, 
who finished fourth-bottom last season. 

"It will be a tough season," Biskic observed. 
"It's important that we do well in the first three or 
four matches. Our aim is for the top six." 

The Knights have lost and found an array of 
talent. Goal keeper Joe Didulica has joined Dutch 
first division club Ajax Amsterdam and left last 
Monday. Others who have parted Sunshine are 
Tom Pondeljak and Ante Deak to Sydney United. 
Ice Kutlesovski has been released. 

On the plus side Mark Silic has returned from 
Germany and signed for two seasons. Zeljko 
Susa, who trialled in Spain, is still with the club 
while Michael Reda, Dragi Nastevski and 
Ransford Banini have also signed for two more 
seasons. 

The clubs has retained such serviceable play- 
ers Ivan Jolic, captain Ante Kovacevic, Jason 
Vukadin, Mijo Trupkovic and Paul Magdic. The 
club's new local signings are Harry Matkovic 
(North Geelong), Ivan Razov (St Albans), 
Brandon Vassallo (Green Gully) and U21 VPL 
player of the year Rodrigo Vargas (Port 
Melbourne). Visa-player Toyin Abbas has joined 
the club for three months. A stopper, the tall 
Nigerian has played in the Maldives and 
Singapore. New Zealand striker Paul Urlovic is 
expected to join them shortly.

“Match 
days should be colorful 
and festive, and feel like 
a carnival,” Karlusic 
says.
